On Thursday night, Oct. 16, about seventy-five 
Italian laborers employed at the Wellesley Water 
Works sized the contractor, Correlius F. Dacey, of 
Neponset, from a Boston and Albany train, beat 
him, and then held him prisoner in a barn, where 
they defied the town authorities.

First 
came a squad of thirty-five or forty men, two by two 
in irons, flanked by officers: then followed a long 
“snap-the-whip” sort of line. of as many more men, 
tied together with a clothes-linc. They were taken 
before the town authorities, where nineteen of the 
ringleaders were fined $15 and cosis each. Having no 


money they were sent to jail. The remainder were 
released. 





VIGILANTES IN INDIANA. 
[Subject of Mastrat-on.} 

On Saturday, Oct. 11, et Unionville, in the south- 
western part of Orange county, remote from a rail- 
road, a desperate encounter took place between a 
vigilance committee and two dezperadoes and their 
friends, which resulted in two and probably tbree 
deaths, w.th two lyochings in prospect. In the early 
part of the weck two men named ESperkiiz and “Mil- 
ler. who had frequently bruken jail at Leavenworth, 
Crawford county, took refuse at the house of the for- 
mer's father, who is also the latter’s brother-in law. 
On Thursday the Sheriff of Crawford county, learning 
their whereabouts, secured the proper papers and, 
with one deputy, went to pursuit of them. On ap- 
proaching the house, bowever, they were fired upon 
and driven away. Returning to Leavenworth the 
sheriff formed a posse of nine men and «gain went 
afier the men the following day, but were again re- 
pulsed and forced to retire. That night Espertdiz and 
Miller went to Unionville heavily armed, went on a 
spree and terrorized the whole town, driving the in- 
habitants indoors. They then returned to Esperiudtz's 
house. 

Next day the citizens of Unionville raised a vigilance 
comunittee 20) strong, and, alter organizing and driilicg 
until Satarday afternoon, the party took up its march 
for the Esperidts frm, and surrounded the place just 
after sunset. Upon : 
two men they wet} inewered by a shot from the house, 
which bad been securely sed. The fire was re- 
turned. and the beslegers fizally captured the place.

QUICK RETRIBUTION. 


Lynching of a Ruffian Who interfered with 2 Political 
Parade. 


[Subject of Ilustration.] 

Mr. F. A. Barton, president of the Blaine and Leg-.: 
Club at La Crosse, Wis., was shot dead by a mca 
known as “Scutty” at s o’c:ocx on the evenins 0% O>:. 
13, while the Republicans were forming in precession 
o2 Main street. 

Seven shcts were fired mm quick succession. Tao 
murcerer was arrested aud hurried to jail before tuo 
immense crowd cuald realize wiat had occurred. As 
soon as the fact was made known there was iatensc 
excitement and hcndreds of men in uniform and c-:- 
ryinz their torches, hurried to the cuurt-nouse yard 
and demanded that the prisoner be handed ovcr t> - 
em “Lynch him!” “Lyne: him!’ was the gena- 
e=al cry, 

Tue sheriff and hisofficers made a gallant resistance, 
bat the crowd, which had grown to thousand, quickly 
battercd down the doors and seized the prisoner. 

‘There were no drunken men in the mob, the whole 
work being done by resolute fellows who decidec to 
make the murderer pay the death penalty before they 
kf the square. Sledge-bammers were used to break 
ia the heavy iron doors, two in number, that inter- 
vened betweea there and the cell-room. These doors 
yielded, and aseach advunce was made, the crowd were 
apprised on thre outside and constant cheers of encour- 
azement went up. The prisoner bad been confined in 
cell No. 3, on the lower corridor, and the crowd baud lit- 
te trouble in finding their man. He was taken from 
tae cell and dragged into the yard. 

He was iJentified as the man w::o did the shooting, 
and the officers when appealed to declared they had 
the right man. 

The murderer was dragzed intu the square, where a 
rope had been secured to the limb of a tree. He de 
Cince to say anything except that he was the wan 
20 had shot Barton. The mob seized the rope and 
made a strong pall, but the ruffian freed bis bands and 
tue rope broke before he was raised from tbe ground. 
Iu Iess than five minutes a new rope was thrown ovcr 
the heads of the crowd and fell within a few fect of 
the execotioncr. This was acjusted, his hands and 
arms firmly tied, and in anotber moment he was 
hanging in the air, wit) his tace closely presscd 
against the limb of the tree, and the terrible tragedy 
Was over.

After a Brisk and Scientific Battle 
Burke and Mitchell Leave Off 
Where They Began. 


[Subject of Illustration. j 


The glove contest arranged at the POLICE GaZETTE 
office several weeks ago by Harry Webb in behalf of 
Jack Burke, and Billy Madden mn behalf of Charley 
Mitchell, the pugilists signed articles of agreement to 
box four rounds, according to Qazenaberry rules, the 
winner to take all the gate receipts. Mitchell aod 
Burke bad fought in Eugiand, and the battle ended in 
adraw. Burke trained-at Boston, and msde Patsy 
Sheppard’s Abbey, Harrison aven7e, his headquarters. 
Mitchel! trained in thts city, and resided at Billy Mad- 
den’s Athletic Hall, East Tnirteentb street. 

On 0.4. 21, spo:ting men trom Puiladelpbia, Boston, 
‘Troy, Albany, etc., came on to witness the contest. 
Arthur Ciiambers headed 9 delegation from the 
Quaker City, while James Keenan, Patsy Sheppard, 
and a large delegation came from Bostun, and 
John F. Scholes, from Toronto, Canada, All te 
leadinz lights of the sporting, political and social 
world packed Germania Assembly Rooms, and tickets 
at N and 33 gold like hot cakes. 

After several exiting glove contests all was ready 
for the great event. Mitchell wan the Girst to step 
{oto the ring, and was greeted with loud cheering. 
Burke followed, and was also treated to a biz recep- 
tion. There was a long delay in selecting a referee, 
Al. Smith and Pat Sheedy, of Chicago, refusing to act. 
Finally John Scannelt was chosen. Burke was 
seconded by Hilly Edwards and Patsy Sheppard, while 
Tom Campbell and Billy Madden seconded Mitchell. 
Arthur Cha-ubers, of Phitadelphbia, and Wm. E. Hard- 
ing, spor-ing editor of the POLICE GaZETTE, were 
chosen to Keep time. 

As the men threw themselves into position it would 
have been difficult to find two better middle weights. 
Mitchell was broader tramed than hws adversary, 
more set and manly, and likely to endure 8 
tougher strain, but Burke bad a lite advantage 
in height, was tonger (or appeared to be) in the reach, 
and it not so muscular had the lithsomeness and free- 
dom of movement which generally distinguishes a 
quick hitter. Their attitudes were good, their faces 
wore the smile of confidence, and an out-and-out con- 
test was prophesied by nearly all present. Burke 
broke ground well as Mitchell tried to get in his left, 
and after a sbort spar he sent it in pluoging against 
Burke’s ribs. Burke turning at ths instant. it causht 
him tar round the back. Burke's return with his left 
only grazed Mitchell’s ear. The men closed for a 
moment, but quickly broke ground. Aner a pause 
they got close again, and after one or two feints Mitch- 
ell hit Burke heavily on his left cheek, Burke coun- 
teringiu return. Burke plunged in, evidently trying 
to get hume witb his right, but Mitchell drew back and 
cleverly avoided bim, and then siepped quickly ia and 
met Burxe who persevered a lef.-hander whic‘ 
was neatly stopped. Mitchell rushed in with a 
smasbing upper-cut witb his rigbt on Burke’s neck. 
The upper-cut was deserving uf notice, as beinz one 
of the very few instances in which it was scientifically 
administered. 

As the arm has to be shortened to deliver this biow, 
it can seldom be depended on, although it is often 
talked about. 

After a desperate exchange of blows, in which 
Mitchell was the “recorder” and Burke tne receiver- 
general, the three minutes had elapsed and time wa3 
called. Upto this stage of the contest, Mitchell had 
done the most thumping, while Burke had displayed 
the professorship to the most advantage. Mitchell led 
with one of his tamiliar left-handed blows, landing on 
Burke’s body. The latter took it squarely, and, press- 
ing forward, the two closed, striking right and left till, 
at the cry of “Break,” Burke threw the other off and 
got in position just as Mitchell delivered another left- 
hanier, which brought a response, and again they 
closed. On parting Mitchell delivered a riv-roaster in 
good style and preysed Burke to the ropes, but the lat- 
ter cross-countered another blow aimed at him 
and got out in the-center of the ring. Mitchell 
tried his left again, but it fell short and Burke pressed 
in, landing a stinger on the former’s left shoulder 
and following it with another on the right. Mitchel) 
again made p!ay for Burke's boly, scoring this time, 
and following bis advantage landed a square blow.on 
the other's chest. Burke gasped, and Mitchell, still 
pressing him, planted his fists twice upon his body, « ut 
with littie effect. Burke rallied and delivered two 
blows right and left at Mitchell’s head, but taey were 
answered by a dig in the leit rihs and another on the 
left side of the head, when the cry of “Time’s up” set 
the men to their corners, where Billy Edwards aud 
Paisy Sheppard rubbed off Burke's perspiration, while 
Steve Taylor fanned his face. Mitchel] waz aiso cua- 
percned in the same style by Billy MadJjen. When- 
ever pugilists are fighting on time minutes appear 
hours, but when they rest the time appears to distance 
itself, and the second-hands on Lhe two watches were 
not long in making the circuit, and time was again 
calle. 

RowunpD 2—Burke started out on the defensive in the 
second rouni. Three times Mitchell went at him like 
a game-cock, but each iime got better than he sent. 
Toen Rurke forcei the fighting, landing heavily on 
Mitchell’s sore eye and stomach, and finally being 

_ driven tothe ropes by a straight shot between the 
eyes. This resulted in a clinch, after which the men, 
both olowing like porpoises, sparrei at lonz ranze ua- 
til time wa; calied.

Both puzgilists retired fo their rooms and Billy Ed- 
wards rushed to John Szannell, the referec, and 
ciaimed Barke had won. Billy Madden also claimed 
that Mitchell won. The crowd, many of whom had 
wagered money on the resu‘t, yelicd for a decision. 

“I Jeclare the contest a d-a,” said the referee. 

He could not give any other decision, for neither of 
the pugilists had stopped,and both would have con- 
tinued the contest had they been ordered to do so. 
Quite a number of the audience claimed that Burke 
had the best of the contest, while jast as many 
claimed the honors for Mitchell. The match was one 
of the most interesting ever witnessed. Burke dis- 
played great science anJ proved he was a far better 
puzilist than many supposed. He will be more than a 
match for any man at his weight, but it is very doubt- 
ful if he wou}d be able’ to def2at Mitc2rell, who possess- 
es more quality and quantity, both in science and 
avVbirdupois than Burke. There is not the least doubt, 
however, that Borke will find plicnty of backers to 
match hi-:n to fight anybody outside Jake Kilrain or 
Jobp L. Sullivan.

STRIKING HIGH. 


An Excited Man Makes an Attack Upon the Demo- 
cratic Candidate for the Presidency. 


[Sahject of Illustration. ] 
Gov. Cleveland, who may or may not be the - 
next President of the United States, experienced a few 
Gays ago one of the dangers to which public men in 
high position are always subject. An incipient 
Guiteau made a murderous attack on the Governor, in 
revenge for the executive's refusal to pardon a crim- 
inal. ‘ 
The man, who proved to be Samuel T. Boone, of 
Elmira, was laboring under iniebse excitement, which 
amounted to frenzy. attacked the Governor shortly 
after he left the Executive Mansion on his way to the 
Capitol, on the merniug of Oct. 2. Boone struck 
twice at the Governor with his fist, but the blows were 
warded off. The dovernor did not retarn the blows, 
bat the man, finding his attempt to strike him ineffect- 
ual, ran toa pile of paving-stones, lying in the street, 
and was about to pick up one to burl at the Governor 
when he was intercepted by Dr. George H. Houghton 
and compelled to retreat from tke pile of stones. He 
then attempted to renew his attack on Governor 
Cleveland, when he was seized by Dr. Houghton and 
beld until the Governor, who was very calm, resumed 
his walk to tne Capitol. Boone was arrested. 
This assault on Gov. Cleveland isthe sequel to sev- 
eral efforts made by Boone to secure the pardon of his 
brother-in-law, Myron Fairbanks, of Southport, Che- 
mung county, who, in February last, was sentenced to 
a two-and-e-halfyears’ term im Auburn Prison for 
sbooting at some persons who were throwing stones 
at his father’s house. Three menths ago Boone, wiid 
bad marned Fairbanks’ sister, called on the Governor 
to solicit a pardon for Fairbanks. The Governor in- 
formed him that the District Attorney of Chemung 
county had advised him to do nothing in the matter, 
as the prisoner had been justly sentenced. Boone, who 
is very hot-tempered, then told the Governor he would 
kick bim if he had no orderiies around, and that he 
would go home and kick the District Attorney any- 
how. The Governor promptly ordered the man out of 
the room, and he left. 
Nuthing migre was seen of Boone at the Executive 
Chamber until Monday, Oct. 13, when he appeared 
there, accompanied by his wife. The couple were 
granted an audience by Gov. Cleveland, and while 
Boone was talking to him, Mrs. Boone, who was in a 
state of great nervous excitement, threw ber arms 
around the Governors neck, and, on being released, 
made an attempt to strike the Governor, who caught 
her bv the wrist and said to her: 
“My dear woman, you are beside yourself. Sit down 
and let us talk the matter over reasonably.” 
The woman gave a scream, and, throwing herself on 
the floor, went into bysterics, screaming and shouting 
and acting so violently that she had to be removed 
from the building. Since then the couple have re- 
mained in’ Albany, and Boone has several times been 
known to follow the Governor back and forth from 
the Executive Mansion to the Capitol; but no one 
paid any particular attention to his conduct, as he was 
considered to be merely a harmiess “crank.” Boone 
and his wife are each about forty years of ace. The 
man tsa macpinist by trade. 
JOHN F. SCHOLES. 
(With Portrait. | 

The subject of our sketch was born in Moat, County 
Westmeath, Ireland, Dec. 23, 1868 When he was 
five years old his parents moved to Canada, and for the 
last thirty years Scholes has resided in Toronto. His 
measurements are: Height, &115¢; chest, 454; biceps, 
154: forearm, 12%; thigh, 23%; calf, 155¢; weight, 198. 
Ten years ago Scholes was by long odds the best all- 
around athlete in the country, and bis name was fa- 
miliar to all Canada. He wasvery fond of all manly 
sports, and won his laurels in a time when hippo- 
droming was unknown, when competitors cared more 
for the honor of winning—indeed, prizes were usually 
ofsmall value and generally in the form of a trophy. 
It was about 1888, when he was a strapping youth of 
twenty-three, that he made his maiden effort in a 
jumping contest, which he won, and for three years 
he succegsfully competed in jumps at all the games 
held in and areend the city. In August, 1989, he de- 
feated E. Griffiths in a mile-ran for $200: time, 457%. 
In September defeated Conway, 1 milein 419}. In 
October again defeated Griffiths in a3mile run for 
$500 in 1%350. It would be impossible to mention his 
long list ‘ot performances, however, which number 
over 300. Some of his records are: Running hop-step- 
andjemp, 42 feet 6 taches: high jump, 5 feet 4% 
inches; standing bich jump, 4 feet 73; inches; running 
long jump, 19 feet 6 inches; standing jump with bells, 
B teet Linch; three jumps, with bells, 34 feet 6 inches; 
pole vault, 8 fcet 1 inch; 100-yard run, 10 seconds; 
49 yards, 51}¢ seconds. On the water he was equally 
successful, winning many prizes. He outrowed Bob 
Berry (who defeated Harry Coulter) in aSmile race 
for the city championship. He was invincible until 
Hanlan came along. Hanlan, among otbers, unsuc- 
cessfully chased him in a“duck hunt,” Scholes taking 
the pait of the “duck,” and winningthe medal. At 
the Toronto professional regatta, held in 1881, Schoies 
rowed No 2in the Toronto crew (A. Elliott, bow; W. 
Ramsey, Scholes, H. D. Wise, stroke), defeating 
the Halifax four, two crews of the Celtics, of Buffalo, 
N. Y., the Nagile-Lee crew, the Morris crew and the 
Queen Citys. of Buffalo. That brought his aquatic 
career to agliorious finish. He is also an expert swim- 
mer, and has won prizesatthat. At snowshoeing he 
was unequaled.and made a clean sweep of all the 
Principal events. His record for a half-mile, 229, 
made in 1871, was only lowered last winter, 
and bis mile time, «39%, still stands at the head of that 
Sport. Boxinz, however, was the sport that Scholes 
cared for above all others. In his day he sparred with 
all the noteworthy boxers who visited the city, and 
accounts of that time all agree that the Canadian 
more than held his own. Amonz the men were 





Jack Stewart. etc.,etc. Several British regiments 
were quartered from time to time in the city, and 
some of the men were very skillful with the gloves, 
and many a rattling set-to Scholes had with the red- 
coats, always coming out with honors, however. Jem 
Mace said, atter a lively bout with Scholes in the old

a fine gymnast,and has won prizes for all-round excel-_ 
lence in that line. For four years he conducted the To- 
rontocymnasium. He is also expert with the cun, and 
has won prises at. both rifle and pizeon-shooting. Of 
late years be bas taken upthe sport of bowling, and has 
defeated the best men in the city, Hanlan included. 
He bas a fancy for the canine world, and has a ken- 
nei of terriers that have made a clean sweep of prizes 
at all the principal bench shows in America. For the 
lust ten years he has kept a sporting establishment, 
and has now a flourishing business at 185 Yonge 
street, with a billiard room of ten tables attached. 
The Souse is the headquarters of sportiug men and 
visitors in the city. He is well liked and respected, 
and is often selected to act as referee or judge in 
sporting events. Scholes also occupied a conspicuous 
position in lacrosse, being for years field captain of 
the Ontario Club, and playing “point” on that team 
when they held the champ: onship.

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A DETERMINED OBSTRUCTIONIST. 
_ (Subject of Nustration.] 

The west bound passenger train on the Del Norte 
division of the Denver and Rio Grande Railway, en 
route to Wagon Wheel Gap, on Friday, Oct. 3, 
Fran overand killed a calf belonging to George Bauer, 
at his ranch, five miles above Del Norte, and glided 
on unconscious of the damage done. All was serene 
at the Gap, where the conductor and brakemen took 
their bath and dinner, and at “all aboard,” the train — 
departed eastward on the return trip.

“ante,” Bauer held the train with his shotgan until’ 
word had been sent to Del Norte and Sheriff Jordan 
dispatched to dislodge the irate gentleman of the dam- 
aged cow-herd. The sheriff proceeded to the scene, 
captured Bauer and freed the unhappy trainmen. No 
complaint having been lodged'against Bauer, he was 
turned loose. His next break will probably be to lay 
for the pay-car or build a toll-gate across the track.

The 
indictment, however, was for piracy only, of which 
Gomez was convicted. Sentence has been deferred 
pending a motion for a new trial. The prisoner may 
have to plead again to the more serious charge of 
murder.

About 200 people assembl:d at the Amphitheatre at 
Butte City, Montana, 0: Oct. 13, to wiiness the glove con‘est 
between Dave Cusic: ani Fred. Robinson, for 2 purse of $250 and 
the midd'e-weight cham;ionship medal of the Rocky Mountain 
region. Roth contestants came upon the arena with previvus 
honors about evenly divided—Cusick having nearly knocked out 
Pete MeCoy, and Rubiuson having stood up in front of Su‘livan— 
but the audienc: loo:ed to soe Ro'inson ‘‘done up’’ in about ten 
minutes. In this they were azreeadly disappointed, as the bat:le 
la t.d aout two hours ani a half. Cusick, in the second round. 
was awarded first blood, having got to Rubiuson’s vosc. In the 
thir i r and Robinson got in a stinger on Cusick’s left s‘ioulder, 
brinzing.the claret. From then on to the ninctecnth round the fight- 
fug was without especial points of int rest, honors being about casy. 
Cusick geiting in on Robinson’s left side and head, aud Ko»inson 
retaliating on Cusick’s left shoulder and ouest. In the nineteenth 
round beth mcn got in a gooi exchange of blows, the roun 1, how- 
ever, being in favor of Cusick. In the twenty-second round, after 
eome light exchanze:, bo h let go tocether, countcring full on the 
face. Cusick followed with a round-arm blow. but faliing short, 
lef an opportunity which Robinson falled to folluw up. In the 
thirty-second round, Cu:ick, who haib_en doing most of the fight- 
ing. rushe 1 mat‘ers, an‘i do iging a right-han.ier .rom Robi.son, who 
turned from the forc: of the attem;t. got ina blow at the base of 
Robinson’s neck, sta:g-ring him bally. This alvautage Cu ick 
fullowed up wi:b ri;htanl Icfton Robinson's face aud neck. In 
the thirty-thir! and last roun, Robiuson stru:k short and turned, 
but in attempting to duck, r-ccived a savage uppcr-_ut on the chin 
and a right-hander on the neck. In the rush that ensued Robin- 
sen had the best of i:, but in a final clinch was the uuder man. 
When tim: wis calicd the scconds threw up the sponge and the 
fight was given to Cu foc. Of the two men Robinson shows the 
most pa i hment, h's-facz and head being badly batt r-d ani his 
nose being cousi lerable of a wre:k. Duciug tic fight his seconds 
made several cl ims of foul. whic! were no: allowed, but an ex- 
amination after the fight showed that in at icast one instance 
should it hive been allowed. Cusick received most of his punish- 
ment onthe lef shouldcr aud breast and right forearm. In the 
second round his risht arm was sprainci. and toward the last was 
almost powerl.s: from pain. <At the close of the fight Cusick was 
pre-ented with the “Police Gazcttc’’ medal, which is a handsowe 
and valuable token of gold aud enamel, appropri itely inscribed.

An am- 
phitheatre, with raised seats and capableof accommodating about 
2,500 people, hal been erected. We cannot reproduce the 
rounds. In the last rounl—sixty-sevinth—which was as 
follows: Collyer walked briskly to the scratch, awfally 
disfigured, but still fresh on Lis legs, and of the two seemed the 
strongest man. Aaron was prompt to time also, and they got right 
to work. After counter-hits on the face, and hot installments from 
Collyer’s righton the body, there was a clinc!, some lively &b- 
bing, and both fell outside the ropes, wih Aaron op the top, 
Collyer as he did so saying: ‘‘O! my God!" as if suffering some 
terrible pain. On being sepurated and carried to his corner he 
complained of his rishteye being blind. Anoth.rclaim was made 
to the referce that Aaron had goused him; the ring was crowded 
with excitel people, and things looked rather warm. At this 
stage tims was cailed for the sixty-eight: round, but poor Collyer, 
whose heal dropped on one side, on being asked by his seconds, 
said ho coul! gou» n> mor:, that he couldn't see; whereupon the 
roferce prociaimed that Aaron had won the fight.

The first was Joe Heiser, of the 
Williamsburgh A. C., the second Arthur Roth- 
ery, of the Newark A. C., whom he knocked 
out in the second round. The third ws Frank 
Banham, of the Metropolitan Rowing Club, 
April 21, 1883. He was matched to spar Hurry 
Gilmore, of Canada, at a private exhibition 
held in Clarendon Hall b7 the N. Y. A.C, for 
which he received a handsome silver pitcher 
and salver. Uct. 25, 1883, he was matched to 
spar Joe Ellingsworth, now champion middie 
weight, fora $l00cup. Although he weighed 20 
pounds less than his opponent, he was de- 
clared the winner. Billy Edwards was referee. 
On March 2, 1884, he was matched to spar Joe 





Heiser for a $100 cup at a private exhibition 
held at the Racquet Club House. Heiser was 
the first man he defeated for the champion 
medal. He is willing to spar any 128-pound 
man in America.

Paddy, the champion 10-pound dog of Ameri- 
ca, was bred out of a granddaughter of Johnny 
Carman, black-and-tan, Harry and Pat Shark- 
ey’s dog Trouble, four years.

won in 20 minutes. Tuner next issued a chal- 
lenge through these columns to fight or kill 100 
rats againstany dog or bitch of 10 pounds in 
America, but met with no acceptance. Paddy 
was then purchased by Dominick Shannon, of 
San Francisco. On a recent visit to ’Frisco Mr. 
Toner, Paddy’s old handler, won two handicap 
rat-killing matches with him, and also offered 
to match Paddy and give one-half pound 
against any 10-pound dogon the Pacific Coast. 
He is open to kill 100 rats or fight any 10-pound 
dog in the world.
